Post says: 
The action of the House Republicans 
at their conference and the debate in 
the House has added fresh interest to 
| the silver question, and there is con- 
| siderable curiosity on the part of the 
public to learn how the compromise 
measure is regarded by the bimetal- 
' lists. 
| When a Post reporter called on 
_brancis G. Newlands, the-member of 
the National Silver Committee from 
| the State of Nevada, he was found in 


| the midst of a dismantling process at 
his home, as he is preparing to return 
‘to Nevada to. spend the summer 
| mouths. 

| ‘“‘ Have the silver men given up the 
| fight?’’ repeated Mr. Newlands, ip 
| reply to the reporter’s question. ‘ Not 
'at all. We are very much in earnest 
‘in this matter, and do not intend to 
| run at the first fire of the gold nien.”’ 

| ‘*Then you do not regard the meas- 
/ure proposed in the caucus of the 
_House Republicans‘ as a substantial 
| recognition of the request of the silver 
men ?’’ 

“They are simply juggling with the 
silver question in the House,” said 
Mr. Newlands, ‘“‘ and as a result a bil! 
apparently providing for the increased 
use of silver, but really demonetizing 
it, has been placed before the House, 
and is to be rushed through after a 
debate of another day and a half with- 
out the privilege of offering any 
amendments.’’ ; 


THE SILVER MEN OPPOSE BULLION RE- 
DEMPTION. 


‘* But will the bimetallists not make 
an effort to amend this bill ?”’ 

‘I am unable to say what will be 
the action of the silver men in the 
House. The only opportunity to test 
their strength will be on a motion to 
recommit. If a motion to recommit is 
made so as to provide for free coinage 
| and is lost, then there can be no test 
_oa the bullion redemption feature. I 

think all the silver men in the House 
should vote against the bill. It re- 
duces silver to a commodity and de- 
prives it of its chief element of value 
as @ money metal.”’ 
‘Then you do not regard the bill as 
being as much of a compromtse as has 
been claimed for it ?’’ 

“The bill is a monometallic one, 
nothing more nor nothingless. Silver 
bullion ig to be used simply as a se- 
curity for the certificates issued upon 
it. Four and a half million dollars’ 
worth purchased the first month can 
be redeemed the next month. Should 
the increased purchase of bullion go on 
until $100,000,000 is accamulated, the 
entire amount could be withdrawn at 
any moment. The currency would 
thus be ontracted to this amount and a 
large amount of bullion thrown on the 
world. I predict that if this bill were 
to pass, the Treasury would be but a 
conduit through which England would 
draw here silver for use in England. 
But the gold monometallists who are 
pushing this measure say this power 
will never be exercised. Do vou doubt 
that if Cleveland, Manning and Jordan 
were in power that it would be exer- 
cised? Why is this power asked for 
and insisted upon, if not to be’ exer- 
cised? Can there be any doubt that it 
will be exercised at some time, under 
some Secretary and by some system of 
jagglery ?”’ 

ONLY IN THE FORM OF MONEY. 


‘‘ The bimetallists insist that what- 
ever gold or silver goes into the Treas- 
ary should come out only as money, 
either in the shape of actual coin or 
certificates calling for coin in the! 
Treasury.”’ 

“Do you think the silver men in the 
House will stand together regardless 
of party lines?” 

‘*[— don’t know. The party whip is 
| being applied to the Republicans. Al- 
though the caucus was declared not to 
be binding on the participants, it was 
a meeting for conference only. The. 
busivess of the House, by reason of the 
power of the Committee on Rules, is 
under the control of three men, Reed, 
Cannon and McKinley. McKinley is 
a bimetallist and thinks coinas 
can be safely entered upon, but will 
not make a fight for his views. Reed 
}and Cannon are pronou for the 

d standard. They are responsible 

the actions of the House, and upon 
them will rest either the honor or the 
odium of this nation.”’

and to the favorable solation of which 
the Republican party is pledged. We 
will win yet;’’ continued Mr. New- 
lands. 

The Senate is overwhelmingly op- 
posed to bullion redemption, and there 


the Western States, in which silver is 
the all-important issue, to hold the 
the tariff bill up until favorable silver 
legislation can be secured. If I were 
in the Senate I would join the Demo- 
crats in laving the tariff bill to one 
side until the East would consent to 
deal fairly with the West on a question 
of such vital importance.

A DEVICE OF THE GOLD MEN. 

‘There must be. I regard the bill 
as a device of the gold metalists to 


divert what they cali the ‘ silver craze’ 
by a measure apparently favorable to 
silver. The bankers of the East are 
doubtless supporting it. It is strange 
what influence the opinions of the 
baukers have on the average man in 
reference © this monetary qvestion. 
Asa rule the banker knows nothing of 
monetary ecience. A good banker 
should have knowledge of human 
nature, knowledge of values, the cau- 
tion to see that every loan is amply se- 
cured, and the conservatism (o resist 
the te:nptations to risk. Most of them 
do not know as much of movuetary 
science, the relation of the volume of 
money to population, the effect of a 
change of staudard and the results of 
contraction and expansion as the 
average public man. Talk with one 
of them on the subject and be will look 
wise, wag his head ominously and will 
say nothing that:is worthy the pame 
of argument. 


NO DISASTERS AS PREDICTED. 
‘For the last twelve years the banks 
tiave been predicting disaster from 


the coinage of silver; tut it has not 
taken place. They crowded Mr. Clev- | 
land with fearsand are doubtless in- | 
fluencing many able and well-inteo- 
tioned menPwho think they ought to 
know something on thesubject. Why, 
we might as well be guided by rail- 
road. presidents as to the control of 
railroads and gasand water directors 
asto regulating the price of gas and 
water as by bankersin relation to mopn- 
etary legislation. It is @ part of their 
bnsiness to make mopey scarce and 
dear so as to increase the purchasing 
power. If the volumn of money is 
only sufficiently contracted the bank- 
ers will be able te owa the world.”’ 

Mr. Newlands was very moch in 
earnest in discussing tbe money ques- 
tiou and in referring to that class of 
mea who, in order to secure patronage 
from the Administration or favor from 
the Speaker of the House, surrender 
their convictions and imperil the inter- 
ests of their constituents, used jan- 
xaage more vigorous than diplomatic. 
He also took occasion to refer in un- 
complimentary terms to those mem- 
bers who dodged the vote in the House 
on Thursday when the effort was 
made to recommit the bill. Howeyer 
Mr. Newlands is very sanguine that

| did or failed to do with respect to free 


wR. PITCH ON THE SITUATION. 


The Fx-Congresoman Interviewed 


en the All-Impertaat Subject 
ef Free Colacge and the MeKin- 


ley Bill. 
| Agsuming that the views of our 
| townsman, ex-Congressman Fitch, on 
| the silver situation will be of interest 
to our readers, @ representative of the 
| GAZETTE interviewed the gentleman 
| and opened the conversation by asking 
his opinion as to the silver bill which 
d the house on Satarday. 

| “I gather great bope an¢ expecta- 
tion,” replied Mr. Fitch, “‘from the 
strength of the opposition to the bill. 
With the administration, the cancus 
whip, the Speaker and all the House 
and committee machinery in the bands 
of the mono-metalists, they only suc- 
ceeded in pressing their infamous 
‘measure by a majority of fourteen 
| votes. There #8 no danger of the bill 
| becoming a law—the Senate will take 
| care of that—and the free coinage men 
/ now know who are their iriendg, Who 
| are their open foes, who are Mie treach- 
| erous ones, and just where to work in

| “Then you do not consider the bill

‘Advantageous? It is as bad as the 
demonetization act of 1873. It is 


worse, for it betrays while pretending 
to favor the silver cause. By it silver 
is made merchaudise as distinctly as 
lead and copper are merchandise. Of 
what use is. it to compel the Secretary 
of the Treasury to purchase four and 
a half millious of silver bullion during 
the month, when by the second section 
of the bill be is practically authorized 
to sell the month’s accumulations the 
next day and is not really compelled to‘ 
coin a dollar ?’’ 

“‘But does the second section au- 
thorize the Secretary to redeem notes 
in bullion unless the holder of the 
notes demands bullion ?”’ 

“The second section is capable of 
two constructions. Oue is that the 
Secretary has the option to redeem the 
notes in coin or bullion at his discre- 
tion absolutely, and the other is that 
he can exercise such discretion only | 
when the holder of the notes demand- 
bullion. Who can doubt that the Sec- 
retary would make such a construc- 
tion as Wall street might demand? 
And upon either construction it would 
be easy to arrange for a sale of bullion 
accumulations in the Treasury when- 
ever Wall street desired such a move. 
The bill is a temptation to gigantic 
stock gambling and corruption; it is 
demonetization utter and complete; it 
is mono-metalism in its most ob- 
noxious and disastrous form ; it would 
stop the coinage of silver; it would 
close the Carson Mint. It is an out- 
rage which ought to result in returning 
to private life every representative of a 
farming community who voted for it.’’ 

‘* What effect will it have upon party 
politics ?”’ 

‘‘It appears,”’ rejoined Mr. Fitch, 
**that 101 Democrats and 15 Republi- 
cans voted for free coinage, and 13 
Democrats and 127 Republicans voted 
against it. Whatever the ‘Democrats 


coinage while Cleveland was President, 
and whatever course they might have 
taken on Saturday if there had been a 
Democrat in the White House, and 
whatever they may go hereafter, and 
whatever their motives for their action 
on last Saturday, the interesting fact 
remains that as a party they stand on 
record to-day in favor ot free coinage 
ten to one, while the Republicans as a 
party sland on record ten to. one 
against it. Whatever advantage their 
position un silver may gain for the 
Democrats in the coming elections 
they are fairly entitled to, and | 
reckon they will get it. I observe that 
on the Republican side the free cvin- 
age vote was given by one member 
rom Michigan, one from Nebraska, 
four of the seven members from Kan- 
sas, three of the four member's from 
California, and the members from 
Oregon, Montana, Colorado and Ne- 
vada. In the Pacifle States and the 
silver States the Republican ‘party 
ought not to suffer, and I do not be- 
lieve it will suffer on account of the 
mono-metallic attitude of Republicans 
east of the Missouri. In this State the 
Republicans, by their State Central 
Committee, have refused, and I be- 
lieve the State and County Conven- 
tions will perpetuate the refusal, to be 
governed by Eastern opinion, or ad- 
ministration, or caucus dictation; and 
I do not doubt that all the Pacific 
States, including Oolorado and Mon- 
tana, will take the same course, and 
the members from Kansas, Nebraska 
and Michigan who voted for free coin- 
age may save their districts, but, out- 
side of that, I look for a pulitical cy- 
clone in the West.” 

‘* Do you think that the Republican 
party on this coast can maintain itself 
on a free coinage basis against a con- 
trary position uf the party in the 
East ?”’ 

“Why not? We have not changed. 
Our platform, on which Harrison was 
elected, censures the Democrats for 
their previous Opposition to bi-metal- 
ism, and declares in favor of it. It is 
our Eastern allies, and not ourselves, 
who have repudiated the party faith. 
‘Tam a Republican, and expect to re- 
main so, but a8 a Repablican I could 
go with a clear conscience into the 
district of every recreant Republican 
Congressman from the West who voted 
for the caucus bill last Saturday, and 
do my best to helpelect his Democratic 
opponent. My motto would be, ‘ Free 
Coinage First — Politics Afterwards,’ 
and, bebieve me, there are tens of 
thousands of voters in the West and 
South who feel as I do.”

It Oan Be Obdteined by Any Ore 
Willing to Wear It. 


The Art of Silver Plating so Perfected | 
That i Stops #t Nothing—Achiere- 
ments Which Seem Aimost Miraca- 
lous— Expenustve Flaids. 


-““What would you say to a silver 
plated man?” asked a leading manu fact- 
urer of electro-plated Wares w a repte- | 
sentative of the New York Herald. | 

“A silver-plated man?” 

“Yes, a man with acoating of solid 
silver as thick as he could pay for it on | 
such parts of bis body as would bear tne | 
pressure. Wouldn't he bea good dime 
museum freak?” 7 

‘Can @ man bé silver-plated?” | 

“It is merely a question of purse and 
pluck,” answered the manufacturer. 
‘“Silver-plating has become an art of 
high degree sincé old Prof. Jacobi acci- 
dentally discovered the secret of plating | 
non-metallic substances over a coating 
of plumbago in St. Petersburg in 1838. | 
I could take a man into my works and 
rig him out with bracelet of.silver or | 
gold, or copper if he preferred it, in 4) 
week's time, or even less. All the man | 
would have to do would be to submit his 
arm to my treatment, and then patient- 
ly hold that member in thé electro bath 
until the dynamos-had time to finish 
the work. I plate on wood, plaster and 
glass every day, and human fiesh would 
be mo harder to cover with silver than 
either of the former substances.” 

To those who have devoted no study 
to the recent improvements in electro- 
plating, the present achievements of 
the! manufacturers are almost miracu- 
lous. In the factory which I visited I | 
saw many startling evidences of the ad- 
vancememM of the art. 

A pair of glass vases originally worth 
$5, were marked $320, and they were 
cheap at the price. They are covered 
with $30 worth of silver, which grace- 
fully twines around the glass in the form 
of a vine. Two or three clusters of 
grapes hang from the vine, half-con- 
cealed by the leaves. 

After the vase receives its coating of 
silver, which is nearly half an inch 
thick, it passes into the hands of the 
desirner. Thence it goes to the en- 
rraver, and finally comes to the chaser 
and burnisher for the finishing touches. 

Other vases, less elaborately orna- 
mented and requiring’ less metal, come 
cheaper, some a8 low as $50 a pair. The 
effect, however, in évery instance is be- 
wilderfng, and. were the good King 
George curious to know bow the apple 
came to bé inside of the dumpling. im- 
agine his anxiety to learn bow this g!ass 
ever found its way inside of its tightly 
fitting coat of silver bad one of these 
laver-day marvels been exhibited before 
his royal gaze. |

“Formerly,” éxclaimed the manu- 
facturer, “the silver-platers made 
molds of whatever they wanted to plate 
when the substance was not a metal. 
These molds were covered with plum- 
bago and plated. Then they were cut 
in two and soldered togethér over the 
article they were intended to cover. We 
do things better nowadays. Each man- 
nfacturer has his own secret method of 
applying the plumbago to the article to 
be pluted; and the plating is done over 
the article at once. This kind of plar 
ing is not patentable, as the process has 
been in use for over balfa century ip 
one way or another. 

‘‘It would be impossible to use the old 
mold method in our work, for two arti- 
cles are seldom the same in size and 
shape. It is true that we might use 
molds and turn out a gross or so of glass 
bottles, but our method is just as easy 
and far simpler. Then with canes the 
old method would be worse than use- 
less. No two canes are the same in 
shape. 

**‘l wouldn’t advise you to take a drink 
of that water,” added the manufacturer, 
as I was leaving the factory. ‘That 
little tank is worth $500 as it stands. It 
contains that amount of gold. This 
larger one is worth $700 in coin silver. 
Expensive fluids, rather. After taking 
a bath in one of them 7 fancy a man 
would have on a pretty good costume to 
play the part of King Midas in a char- 
ade.

What Choir Singers Are Vaid in the 
Large Cities of the Couatry.- 

A soprano, in an average city, will be 
paid, as a beginner, anywhere from $200 
to $300 per annum, writes B. Aline Os- 
good in the Ladies’ Home Journal. As 
she becomes better known, and is in 
more thorough command of her voice, 
she will average from $500 to $800. Bos- 
ton pays about $200 per annum better to 
choir singers than any other ‘city in my 
knowledge. Several sopranos there re- 
ceive yearly salaries of $1,000 and $1,200, 
and a few $1,500. 

A woman with a good contralto voice 
will begin atan annual salary of $200, 
which, if she is successful, may rise to 
an average of $500.
